Last Wednesday night the people of 
Springfield were inexpressibly shocked 
upon hearing of the death of Mr. Evan 
Rogers, which occurred at the residence 
of Mr. F. R. Neale at about ten o'clock 
Wednesday night. Mr. Rogers had 
spent the day in Louisville and had not 
felt ill until he reached the depot that 
evening to take the train for home. He 
became worse while on the train and 
upon his arrival at Springfield was un¬ 
able to walk to Mi. Neale’s home but had 
to be conveyed there in a carr age. Drs.. 
Hyatt and Lampton were called in but 
it was soon seen that Mr. Rogers could 
not survive and within three hours af¬ 
ter his arrival in Springfield the final 
summons had come. While in Lout- ville 
M r. Rogers ate fish for hia dinner and 
it is thought that it was this that gave 
him acute indigestion from which he 
died. It m .Iso probable that ptomaine 
poisoning caused by the fish was partly 
responsible for Mr. Rogers’ death. The 
remains were interred in the family lot 
at Pleasant Grove b riday morning. The 
burial services were very simple, con¬ 
sisting in the reading of th ?

Mr. Rogers was born in the Pleasant 
Grove neighborhood aeventy-two years 
ago and was the «KM>f Mr. and Mrs.

More Men In Penitentiary Now 
Than In Years. *

Kentucky State Journal: The popula¬ 
tion of the penitentiary here is greater 
now than it has been for many years, 
possible greater than it ever was before, 
for there are 1,407 men and women 
within the wails of the prison today. 
Every cell in the prison is taken, and 
all of the double beds and cells in 
which there are places fdr two to sleep 
have been filled, and Warden Mudd is 
in a quandary what to do with the pris¬ 
oners. He is putting them away, how¬ 
ever, and will have to receive more 
from such cities as Lexington, Ashland 
and other towns of that size in the 
State, which have yet to send in their 
quota of prisoners before the season of 
bringing in the men. 

The more prisoners that are brought' 
into the penitentiary now the mo 
money that is made tor the State, for 
it will not be long untill the new build¬ 
ing will be completed in which the “dead 
beats” will go to work, and there will 
not be an idle man within the prison 
walls. The work on the new building is ! 
progressing rapidly, and it will not be 
but a short lime until it will be com¬ 
pleted’. 

The prisoners who will work in this 
building are those which have been re¬ 
jected by the Hoge Montgomery con¬ 
tract, and are not fit to do a day's woik. 

They are what the prisoners term the 
“dead beats,’’ that is they are not able 
to complete a task in the broom factory 1 
or in the shoe shop, so they wilt be put 
to work in the new building doing what 
ever they can. The worx will not be 
hard, as none of it is hard for the men 
get through in the winter every day at 
4 o’clock. This is. because u is dais 
before the men can be sent to supper, 
and to their cells and counted. *

Will Be Method Used in Army 
to Prevent Typhoid Fever 
Among Enlisted Men. 


IF YOU WANT THE BEST 


Washington. Jan. 31 -Immunization 
against typhoid in army camps by vac¬ 
cination is to be undertaken tv the mil¬ 
itary authorities. The whole matter is 
to be frankly put before the army and 
individuals are to ne invited to volun¬ 
teer for vaccination. No soldier or offi¬ 
cer will be compelled to submit to anti¬ 
typhoid vaccination against his will, 
but an effort will be made by lectures 
and examples to show <be soldiers the 
advantage of availing themselves of 
such a simple and easy way of escaping 
one of the worst and most dreaded of 
camp diseases. 

These measures are to be taken as a 
result of the recommendations of the 
board of eminent physicians appointed 
to consider measures for preventing ty¬ 
phoid fever in army camps. It was 
named at the instance of Brig. Gen. 
Robert M. O'Reilly, then Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral of the army, and included in ita 
membership were Drs. Victor C. 
Vaughan, of Ann Arbor; William T. 
Councilman, of Boston; John H. Muss- j 
er, of Philadelphia; Alexander Lam¬ 
bert. of New York; Sunon Flexher. ol I 
New York, and William S. Thayer, of 
Baltimore. 

A summary of the board'sconcliftions 
■was made puolic to-day. This points j 
out the well-known fact that both dur-' 
ing the Civil and tbe Spanish American : 
Wars typhoid fever prevailed to a great 
extent among the troops, especially 
among the younger men in regiments 
recently recruited. Old toldiers were 
not often affected, and as regiments 
learned how to take care of themselves 
the disease tended to diminish. 

It has long been recognized, says the 
report, that a person who has once had j 
typhoid is practically insured against a 
second attack, aha the medical pro¬ 
fession has row found in anti-typhoid 
vaccination a simple and harmless way 
of artificially inducing almost this same 
amount of protection It is a very aim-! 
pie, clean and harmless method, and a 
mere trifle compared to the danger to 
life or the long illness and expense of 
an attack of rhe fever In the last tew 
gears 15,000 men have been treated in 
this way with t xcellent effects and 
without a siugle untoward result

‘D. Boone” Carved On Tree. 


Madisonville, Ky., Feb. 1.—J. B. 
Moore, formerly of Hopkins county, 
who has been purchasing timber in 
Tennessee, found a beech tree bearing 
the name "D. Boone,” "1784” and 
"1800.” 

It is thought that Daniel Boone, tbe 
famous explorer and pioneer of Ken¬ 
tucky, passed through the valley where 
the tree stands in 1784 and carved his 
name and the date. The latter date. 
1800, '-was evidently made upon his re¬ 
turn en route to Kentucky from an ex¬ 
ploring expedition in Tennessee. 

One hundred and twenty-five years 
have elapsed since the first date on the 
tree was carved by Daniel Boone. The 
famous beech stands in a beautiful val¬ 
ley and is so dense with foliage that 
the sun rarely shines through the 
leaves. The owner of the property on 
which the trees stand has been offered 
a large sum of money by various part¬ 
ies for the stump of the tree bearing 
the name and date,, but he has refused 
all offers.

American 8ociety of Cross of Honor 
Recognizes Bravery of Man Who 
Deliberately Gave Up Life for 
His Townspeople. P 


Washington.—Jesus Garcia, a Mex¬ 
ican locomotive engineer, met his 
death In a most horrible manner that 
he might save the lives of many others 
and prevent the destruction of a town. 

With the certainty that he must for¬ 
feit his own life, Garcia quickly cou 
pled his locomotive to two cars loaded 
with dynamite while the cars were 
burning fiercely and ran them rapidly 
to the suburbs. when the flames 
reached the dynamite. A terrible ex 
plosion followed. The brave engineer 
was blown toatoms. 

This in brief is the story of the un 
paralleled heroism of a man who died 
by his own choice that others might 
live. 

The American Society of the Cross of 
Honor was quick to act when It was 
learned through newspaper dispatches 
of Jesus Garcia's sacrifice. At the first 
meeting of the board of governors of 
the society in this city, held after the 
tragic occurrence, resolutions were 
adopted commending the conduct of 
the Mexican engineer. 

President Thomas H. Herndon of 
the American Society of the Cross of 
Honor sent the resolutions to the Mex 
lean ambassador. That official had the 
reported act of Garcia investigated 
and found It was true as reported by 
the press. 

Mr. Herndon has received from Jose 
F. Godey, charge d'affaires of Mexi¬ 
co, dated at the embassy In this city, 
the following communJcaClon:
